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Targeted by GOP, elite colleges fight back 


Ten universities have funds that exceed $1 million per 


Say tax on huge endowments would hurt many

WASHINGTON — America’s elite pri- 
vate colleges would rather talk about 
anything other than their own vast 
wealth, but Republicans have put the in- 
stitutions they have long criticized as lib- 
eral bastions on the defensive by drag- 
ging them into Washington’s messy tax 
fight. 

Tax overhauls drafted in the House 
and Senate have zeroed in on the billions 
of dollars that top private schools have 
tucked away in endowments. The law- 
makers want to impose a new 1.4 per- 


cent tax on annual income spun off by 
these vast funds, limiting the tax to the 
60 schools where the endowments are 
worth more than $250,000 per full-time 
student. 

That has thrust the nation’s most 
prestigious institutions of higher learn- 
ing — including Harvard, Dartmouth, 
and a dozen other New England schools 
— squarely into an intense lobbying bat- 
tle over money. 

Playing out in the shadow of the nois- 
ier debate over corporate tax cuts, it pits 
Republicans against the colleges and 
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student. Five of them are based in New England.

Cambridge 
liquor 
license rules 
investigated

A state agency is investigating 
the way liquor licenses have been 
issued in the city of Cambridge, of- 
ficials said Tuesday, and is focus- 
ing on practices that may have vio- 
lated state laws. 

State Treasurer Deb Goldberg, 
who oversees the Massachusetts 
Alcoholic Beverages Control Com- 
mission, said she found “trou- 
bling” the findings in a Boston 
Globe report on Sunday that exam- 
ined liquor license transactions in 
Cambridge. She said her office was 
“looking into any allegations of 
wrongdoing that violate state law.” 

In particular, the state is exam- 
ining whether some landlords 
sought to control liquor licenses in 
violation of state law, according to 
an official briefed on the investiga-

Calls for closer monitoring 


of patients after detox, 
72-hour involuntary hold

Governor Charlie Baker proposed Tuesday a 
sweeping package intended to boost the state’s 
battle against opioid addiction, including an ef- 
fort to ensure higher-quality addiction treatment 
and a new provision allowing doctors to commit 
unwilling patients to 72 hours in a treatment fa- 
cility. 

Noting that the state has added 1,100 treat- 
ment beds since 2015, Baker said it is now time 
to address some of the gaps, particularly in the 
care provided after detoxification. 

“If your fundamental problem is a substance 
use problem, we should be providing you with ac- 
cess to treatment that actually makes sense and 
will work for you,” Baker said at a State House 
press conference. 

The treatment provided after inpatient detoxi- 
fication is not credentialed or monitored, he said. 
“We would never accept that in cancer or heart 
disease or congestive heart failure or other types 
of chronic illness,” he said. 

The plan involves an annual outlay of $30 mil- 
lion in Medicaid funding for opioid treatment 
and proposes a $2 million trust fund for educa- 
tion. 

Tuesday’s proposals represent Baker’s second 
major legislative effort targeting the opioid crisis 
since he took office promising to make it a top 
priority. At an emotional ceremony in March 
2016, he signed a bill that curtailed access to pre- 
scribed opioids, among other provisions. 
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Second leader 
of State Police 
retiring in 
arrest fallout

The second in command at the Massachu- 
setts State Police retired Tuesday, and the su- 
perintendent moved up his own retirement, in 
the latest fallout from a growing controversy in- 
to the handling of an arrest report about the 
daughter of a judge. 

Deputy Superintendent Francis Hughes put 
in his retirement papers and Superintendent 
Richard McKeon, who was scheduled to retire 
next week, moved up his retirement date to 
Tuesday, according to documents obtained by 
the Globe. 

Lieutenant Colonel Dermot Quinn is in com- 
mand of the State Police temporarily, said Da- 
vid Procopio, spokesman for the State Police, 
who also confirmed that both men retired Tues- 
day. 

Procopio on Tuesday said Hughes retired be- 
cause a new superintendent would want to 
choose his own deputy. 

The union that represents troopers contends 
that McKeon and Hughes departed suddenly to 
avoid an Internal Affairs investigation. 

Dana Pullman, president of the State Police 
Association of Massachusetts, said, under the 
department’s rules and regulations, a State Po- 
lice trooper or official cannot retire if there is an 
investigation underway. The union filed a re- 
quest for an Internal Affairs investigation into 
the arrest report on Monday.
